Washiuitton, April 20.-At 12:28 A. M. the Seuate adjjurued 
without any action on the resolution authorizing President Wilaou 
to employ armed force to bring the Dictator, Hoerta, to terms.

Asks Aid of Can*r*M 

In asking aid of Cougre6s Pres- 
ident Wilson said in part: 
. "This Government can, I earn- 
estly hope, .in no circumstances 
to be forced into war with the peo- 
coming pie ^f Mexico. Mexico is torn 
by civil strife. If we are to ac- 
cept the rea'.s ot its uwu Consti- 
tution, it has no government. 
Gen Huerta has set his power up 
in the City of Mexico, such as it 
is, without right and by methods 
for which there can be no justi- 
fication 

"Only part of the country is 
uuder hie control. If armed con- 
flict should unhappily come as a 
result of his attitude of personal 
resentment toward, this govern- 
ment, we should be tiahtiug only 
Gen. Huerta and those who ad- 
here to him and give him their 
support, and our object would be 
only to restore to the people of 
tbe distracted republic the op- 
portunity to set up again their 
own laws and their own govern- 
ment. 

No 0*flr« far Tarrltorf 
"But 1 earnestly hope that war 
ib uot now the question. 1 be- 
lieve that 1 soeak for the Amer- 
ican people when I say that we 
do uot desire to control in auy 
decree the allairs of our sister 
republic Our feeling for the 
people of Mexico is oue of deep 
aud genuine friendship, and ev- 
erything that we have so far 
done or refraiuod from doing haa 
proceeded from our desire to 
help them, not to hinder or e 
burrass thorn. We would not 
wish even to exeroist the good 
offices of friendship without their 
welcome aud cousent. The peo- 
ple of Mexico are entitled to set- 
tle their own domestic att'airs in 
their own way, aud we sincerely 
respect their right. The present 
situation need have uoue of tbe 
grave complications of interfer- 
ence if we deal with it promptly 
rjrmlv aud wi.soly. 

"No doubt 1 could do what ia 
necessary >u the circumstance* lo 
enforce respect for our Govern- 
ment without recourse to the 
Courts, and \et not exceed my 
constitutional powers a« fre-i 
deut ; but I do not wish to act on 
a matter of so grave coiuequeuce, 
except iu close conference aud 
| corporation with both the 8eu- 
|.»te and House. 1, Iherefore,

Experience shows thai fOfl brood 
may lie suppressed, al len«t for a time, 
by the nlmpla praotieq of i.vnovlng

tion. If all tha brood In not out of 
the cella at tha rime., It can be brush- 
ed before the. new hlra later, or ean 
be kept In a rolony ra»«r»ed for tba 
purpoae until ii 

The infected romba ■bould ba da- 
atroyed (rendered) by haal, If nana* 
aary by burning, and the hive should 
be thoroughly drenched, after scraping 
away all propolis and comb, Inside and 
out, with a two per cent aolutlon of 
formallu. Any honey present should 
be boiled thoroughly, or destroyed. 
The frame* may well he burned. All 
toola used chonld be carefully disin- 
fected with, formalin before ' using 
them on other hives. Those engaged 
in InapOCtlnj colonies can i nt. be too 
careful about these matters when go- 
ing from one colony to another. 
Queens May Be Medium. 

TJtore is some dlllerein-e of opinion 
fcmOUg tboise who study bee diseases 
as to I lie possibility of conveying, foul 
br ioi| by meant* of bought queena. 
Many pw-tical beeker-pera and queen 
reArers rlalm that thetae diseases are 
never so conve>ed. People who have 
bought queens soiueiimes claim that 
tbey have Introduced the disease in 
ibis way. The fact appears to be that 
they are not. commonly conveyed by 
means of queens, and the postofflce 
regulation!) bearing upon the matter 
imply that If the randy uaed in the 
cages in which the queens are ship- 
ped is boiled, queens do not convey 
foul brood even when taken from in- 
fected colonies. 

The subject must be regarded as 
"open lor discussion," however. 

"Pickle brood," aiid some other ob- 
scure diseases are not at present well 
enough understood to warrant any 
very positive statements concerning 
them. . 

Note. A State Beekeepers' Associa- 
tion. organl2ed at tha Unlyerslty, Jan« 
aary 9, 1914, has for one of its v 6jecti 
the control of tba spread of foul brood 
in Kentucky. Those interested in this 
and other matters relating to beekeep- 
ing should join. Section VI of the 
Constitution adopted reads: "Any per- 
sons interested In beekeeping may be 
come an active member of the Asso- 
ciation by paying the snnuat dues of 
fifty cents."

The hest-kiloUrf! runny of the Honey 
Bee Is tbe Hee Moth, an obscure lnsnci 
that has probabl) m-n in this country 
ever since beet were Introduced. It 
se^ms to have been a serious pest in 
the early days when box hives and lie" 
Kums were the only meaiM of keeping 
I.. Ionics. Since the movable-frame 
blve came Into use there has been les- 
•rouble In keeping iolop!es free, and 
as a mutter of fact, good colonies of 
Italians, or Carnlolans, when properl> 
cared for. are not troubled by this* 
pest. The common blai k bee Ib more 
subject to Injury, but even blacks in 
movable frame hives, and kept strong, 
need not I 8 #ertously harmed by the 
moth. ' 

Combatting the Math. 

The bee moth will make trouble In 
weak . olonles, and any exposed coinb, 
stored in hives, Or elsewhere, la pretty 
sure to Invite i.ttack and to be ultl 
mately ruined. Such comb should al- 
ways be kept in screened quarters so 
that the adult moths can not get to 
the comb to lay their egga. Once in 
comb the young moth should be <cut 
out. aad destroyed and the comb 
fumigated with hydrocyanic acid gas 
or burning sulphur. Blsulfld of car- 
bon, sumetimes used to fumigate 
combs, leaves an odor for a time that 
may prove objei tlonalile to the bees. 
If the comb Is used at one*. . 

Birds and Buga Foes. 

Tbe Bee Martin or King Bird 
(Tyranuus tyrannus) is a well known 
bee eater, and recently I have ob> 
rerved the 1 Tyrant Kl; catcher (Myiar- 
<hus <t init usl waiting near hives and 
capturing bees as they passed to and 
fro.' These •tiMslefi of the beekeeper 
are very easily disposed of by the oc- 
casional use of s shotgun.

Iii a bulletin on forage poisoning, 
E. W. Mumma, veterinary department, 
Kentucky Agricultural Experiment 
Station, says: 

In the last two mouths numerous 
letters have been received from farm- 
ers reporting the presence of this die- 
Base in a very virulent form, resulting 
in the loss or large uumhers of ani- 
mals. « • • • 

"Tbe cause of this disease is closely 
i elated to the feed, in the majority of 
outbreaks observed in tha Blue Qrasa 
section and along the Ohio River foun- 
ties, where It has beeu most prevalent, 
the caiiHe is attributed to moldy or in- 
ferior ensilage. Samples of ensilage 
have boeu received at the Experiment 
Station for detailed study, and Dr. H. 
(larman reports the presence of molds 
which are considered the cause of for- 
age poisoning in one or the middle 
western states. • • • • 

'The disease has occurred more 
commonly in horses and mules where 
ensilage was the principal reed. En- 
silage of a high grade can be fed to 
horses and mules with both safety and 
profit, but when tainted or inferior, 
ensilage should be tea very sparingly 
}o any claffe of live stock. Cattle, how- 
ever, are not so subject to its ill af- 
fects as are horses and mules. The 
practice of feeding ensilage to the lat- 
ter must be carried on with care, and 
careful inspection of the ensilage must 
be made at each feeding time in order 
to diecard all inferior portions. It 
should not be led early in the morn 
ing or late In tbe even 
impossible to detect the spoiled and 
inferior teed. 

"There seems to be but liule duubl 
that ibis trouble could be wholly elim- 
inated, or partially so, by the correct 
couatruction of tha silo, as a majority 
of the outbreaks have occurred « here 
the silo was improperly built. All silos 
should be covered. The silo expert 
ma> uot concede that this is ssssOgai. 
but our observations lead us to believe 
that this is aa excellent precaution. 
Any growth of molds or decomposition 
tu tbe upper layers of the silage wTll 
bo carried downward by ra^i and con- 
tinue to spoil the ensilage 

The elimination of the losses, which 
this year will approximate v • t..i 
Ilea therefore, in preveatlon. Home 
outbreaks have occurred following the 
feeding of moldy corn*or hay, all of 
which must he discarded and de- 
stroyed If the loss Is to be entirely 
prevented. Animals suffering from 
forage poisoning do not aa a rule re- 
spond readily to treatment. This was 
shown in tbe outbreak of 1812, when 
only 34 cattle were saved from the 134 
affected; 147 horses out of 612 affect 
ed; II mules out of 115 affected. Ob 
tha appearance of the disease a com- 
plete change of feed and quarters it 
quite essential, and each animal 
should be given a laxative to rid the 
Intestinal canal of Its contents
